The perfect interior is a rarity, even among the 
wealth of outstanding installations being designed 
today, yet that is an accolade which can be safely 
extended to the eminently livable home shown here 
as designed by John Muller, A.I.D., and Raymond 
Bachich of Muller-Bachich-July for Mr. and Mrs. 
Stanley Knapp. The achievement of these ideal 
results can, of course, be attributed to a combina- 
tion of reasons: clients who knew what they 
wanted, having had two previous houses designed 
for them; an able architect; and a highly talented 
team of interior designers. Add to this, complete 
cooperation in the form of three-way discussions 
and planning, and there exists a situation as close 
to being ideal as possible. 

The designers were also accustomed to handling 
all details of such an installation, both architectural 
and decorative, being widely experienced as deco- 
rators, and Mr. Muller, a graduate of Pratt Insti- 
tute, had done extensive work in architecture. As 
a result, they were able to plan all interior arrange- 
ments before any building was actually begun in- 
cluding area allocation and sizes of various rooms, 
placement of architectural features and finally, the 
selection and arrangement of furniture. Also during 
this planning stage, they indicated placement of 
lighting, built-in furniture and cupboards, tele- 
vision units and sound systems, kitchen and bath 
units. 

Although changes in the architect’s plans were 
not extensive. they would have involved the client 
in considerable expense had they been made after 
the house was built. As originally conceived by 
the architect, for example, the dining room ex- 
tended in an L-shape from the living room, and a 
library-television room was completely enclosed 
and separated from the living room. Both the 
clients and the decorators felt, however, that a 
more spacious effect could be achieved by eliminat- 
ing the library wall and making this area part of 
the living room. This open floor plan also created 
greater space for entertaining large groups of 
people. For a more intimate dining space, it was 
also decided to extend the brick wall of the fireplace 
into the room and pierce it with an archway, thus 
providing an open divider between the living and

dining areas and also creating greater wall space 
for a sofa grouping at the fireplace. 

Many of the interior building materials were 
also selected by the designers, adding to the overall 
feeling of integration. The selection of these mate- 
rials was determined in large measure by the style 
and location of the house itself—a modern “ranch” 
house in a suburban area of Long Island, New 
York, but in a neighborhood still rural in aspect. 
It was felt, therefore, that although modern styling 
would be both appropriate and comfortable, it 
should be tempered with certain provincial touches 
and these can be seen in the slate flooring at the 
entrance, on the surfaces of a planter and hearth 
ledge: a brick fireplace wall; vertical wood sheath- 
ing on several walls; and more subtly, but none- 
theless apparent, in the skilful interplay of textures 
and warm colors. 

The general color scheme originated with a 
favorite silver lamp owned by the clients, and from 


this stems the use of gray metals throughout the

house instead of brass or bronze: lighting fixtures, 
andirons and firetools of pewter, a silver frame 
around a large mosaic panel, pewter and silver 
accessories, and silver hardware on doors and 
furniture. Warmth is provided by lacquer red, the 
major color in the living, dining and library areas, 
a striking contrast to large expanses of white walls, 
with accents of spring green lending an out-of-doors 
touch. A continuity in the color flow is achieved 
by utilizing the accent colors from one room as the 
major color in another, and the green accent note 
of the living area becomes the dominant color in 
the master bedroom, harmonizing with turquoise 
blue and orange, while the guest room combines 
warm reds and cool grays with white and soft pink 
accents. The den-sitting room repeats the red of 
the living room, but is contrasted with wood tones, 
orange and off-white. Although colors are related 
from room to room, there is sufficient variation to 
avoid monotony and the overall effect is one of 


harmony and design integration. 
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Planning of kitchen and breakfast area was done by designers when house was 
in blueprint stage to allow space for built-in cabinets and electrical units; 
walls and ceiling are covered in A. H. Jacobs red, green and white floral paper, 
Robbins rubber tile floor is green and white with silver disc inlays, and 
woodwork is cherry with white Formica surfaces. Table and chairs from 
Willow & Reed are stained red with Thorp green cushion fabric, the color 
repeated in Morton Sundour curtains hung from red poles and rings. 
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Penthouse Offices 


The new offices of Federated Department Stores, 
Inc,. a group of thirty-seven stores and branches 
covering ten states, with headquarters in Cincinnati, 
present a unique solution to two problems. In seek- 
ing new office space, Fred Lazarus, Jr., president of 
the group, felt that the headquarters should be close 
to one of its stores which would serve as a laboratory 
for testing ideas evolved from research and study of 
operating procedures. The member store in Cin 
cinnati is Shillito’s which had also outgrown its 
customer parking garage directly across the street 
from the store. Solutions to both problems were 
provided in a single project: a six-level, self-park- 
ing garage with a large penthouse floor on top to 
accommodate new offices for Federated. To make 
the structure look like the important office building 
it is, Federated’s Planning Division and the Cin- 


cinnati architectural firm of Potter, Tyler, Martin & 


Offices of Federated Department 
Stores on penthouse above parking 
garage overlook interior court- 
vards which insure daylight and 
provide landscaped view. 


Roth developed an imaginative use of fluted alumi- 
num sheets as the principal facing for the building, 
supplemented by polished granite and glass mosaics. 
Exterior walls of the penthouse offices are glass, set 
back from the edge of the structure under a five- 
foot roof overhang with two interior courts to 
insure daylight for all offices; a deck in back of the 
offices provides parking space for office personnel. 
The handsome office interiors, designed by Ray- 
mond Loewy Associates of New York, are crisp and 
modern in feeling, offset by an extensive use of rich 
walnut paneling and textures of natural brick, 
grasscloth wallcoverings, fabrics and floor cover- 
ings. Neutral beiges and off-white predominate as 
background colors, while modern paintings, most of 
which were acquired on a rental basis from the Cin-

As part of an educational program to inform the 
general public of the many services performed by 
the professional interior designer, Kentile, Inc., a 
leading producer of resilient tile flooring, has is- 
sued an interesting and unusual film called “Dee- 
orating Made Easy”. The film is the first of its 
kind ever made and was produced under the guid- 
ance of several outstanding interior designers. Be- 
fore embarking on the project, Kentile undertook 
an extensive survey to determine just how many 
people are aware of and employ the services of a 
decorator with research handled under the direction 
of Erwin M. Frey of the public relations firm 
Denson-Frey. The results of the survey are some- 
what startling. Of the 4,200 homeowners ques- 
tioned, all living in $18,000 to $65,000 homes and 
in an income bracket of $8,000 to $25,000, only 
14% used interior designers; 72% did not use a 
decorator because they thought they were too ex- 
pensive; 81% did not know the services a decorator 
renders; and 94% had no idea on what financial 
basis an interior decorator works with a client. 
Of this group, however, 65% indicated they would 
like to have their home designed by a professional 
decorator. The film “Decorating Made Easy” 
should do much to help change these figures. Writ- 
ten and directed by Academy Award winners 
Eugene Milford and Sidney L. Katz, it depicts the 
way in which a professional interior designer works 
with a typical client from first consultation to 
completed installation. During the first five months 
of 1957 it has had a total of 265 showings in 149 
cities, chiefly through local television stations. It 
is also available to Women’s Clubs, Parent-Teacher 
Associations, schools, colleges and, of course, in- 
terior designers who lecture on decorating or work 
with education groups in the field.

One of the largest and most exciting collections of 


furniture introduced at the mid-year market in 
Chicago was the Janus Collection designed by 
Edward Wormley for Dunbar—more than 70 pieces 
for living, dining and bedroom. Appropriately 
named for the Roman god Janus who contemplates 
the future as well as the past, the new collection 
is distinguished by many features inspired by our 
design heritage yet is completely contemporary in 
its attention to convenience, scale and comfort. The 
influence of the past can be seen in such details as 
meticulous marquetry, restrained use of moldings, 
handcarving and handsome inlays. Brilliant color 
accents appear on several pieces with handmade 
tiles by Gertrud and Otto Natzler—in table tops or 
mounted in drawer pulls. Scaling is generous with- 


out being ponderous, and a variety of woods, used 
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alone or in combination, are enhanced by several 
new finishes. New fabrics—nearly 120 in all— 
including printed, colored and woven patterns, were 
also especially designed for the collection and rep- 
resent the work of such designers as Boris Kroll, 
Dorothy Liebes and Jack Lenor Larsen.

A Golden Past and a Golden Future 


Mitchell, Robert and Milton Samuels celebrate 50 years with French & Company 


In February of next year, French & Company, familiar 
in the annals of interior design as one of the largest 
dealers in antiques and works of art, will celebrate a 
golden jubilee of fifty years of business, which began 
when the brothers Samuels purchased the old firm of 
Sypher & Company, at 6 West 29th Street, in New York, 
dealers in antiques and custom furniture, moving later 
to 142 Madison Avenue at 31st Street. The firm of Sypher 
& Company, in 1870, had succeeded Marley & Company, 
then located at 55 Ann Street, near New York’s present 
City Hall, which had been in business since 1840. 

Today Mitchell Samuels, head of French & Company, 
specializes in tapestries and furniture, as does Milton, the 
youngest brother. Robert, another brother, takes care of 
the decorating end of the business, assisted by his son 
Robert, Junior. Spencer, Mitchell’s son, is an expert on 
paintings. A staff of sixty, including salesmen, cabinet- 
workers, upholsterers, refinishers, seamstresses, a librar- 
ian, porters, dusters and clerical help, is needed to keep 
the establishment running efficiently. 

When the three Samuels brothers, Mitchell, Robert and 
Milton, came to New York at the turn of the century 
from their South Dakota home, Robert went to Columbia 
University to study architecture at night, working during 
the day painting backdrops for the stages of various 
sroadway theaters and studying art at the William Chase 
school. His schooling completed, young Robert joined 
the older brother Mitchell at W. & J. Sloane department 
store. In 1908 they, with an English colleague, Percy 
French, and owning only a single tapestry, left Sloane’s 
to open their own business, which began with the pur- 
chase of the aforementioned old established firm of 


Sypher & Company.

The first client was Elsie de Wolfe, just beginning her 
career as a decorator with her first client, J. P. Morgan, 
the financial titan, whose opera box she was decorating 
at the Metropolitan. She came to the new firm for the 
brothers Samuels to write out the contracts between her 
and her client, thus beginning a friendship which ripened 
through the years and ended only with the death of Elsie 
de Wolfe in 1950, by then Lady Mendl. 

In that Age of Innocence clients were so unknowledge- 
able about their possessions that on one occasion, Robert 
Samuels recalls, a tobacco millionaire whose house was 
in Louis XIV, Louis XV and Louis XVI styles of décor 
was given a guided tour through his own house by the 
decorator to explain which period was which. At the 
end the client demanded, “Just who the hell was Louis?” 
Other millionaire clients of that era referred to their 
French furnishings as “Louis Cart Horse,” “Louis Can” 
and “Louis Says.” 

Today the firm is busy with its relocation plans. The 
old seven-story building, erected by French & Company 
in 1929 at 210 East 57th Street, has been sold and in a 
iew months the firm will move to new quarters atop 
Parke-Bernet Galleries, at 980 Madison Avenue, in a 
building recently purchased by French & Company. 

Decorators have always been welcome at French & 
Company. The firm has never been one of specialists. 
Indeed it is the only firm in America with decorative 
antique materials available in such large quantities and 
in such a comprehensive survey of all the periods. In 
addition to the 20,000 items scattered through the fifty 
showrooms and warehouse, the inventory includes twenty 
complete interiors, vaults containing more than 900 


tapestries, 300 fine rugs, sculpture and paintings, antique

yards of old brocades, velvets and damasks. Some of 
these priceless items, each worth a fortune, include a 
Royal Savonnerie, upon which Louis XVI was crowned 
King in 1774; George II solid silver table service for 
twenty-four, weighing a quarter-ton; golden torchéres 
made for Catherine the Great of Russia; and a superb 
room, built by a prince, decorated by a political plunderer 
who ended in the Bastille, and lived in successively by a 
Russian ambassador who was a friend of Madame de 
Pompadour at the Court of Louis XV, by the composer 
Chopin, by the Countess de Montijo who became Empress 
of France, by a famous actress, an assortment of titled 
Parisians, and a New York banker. There are also an 
English queen’s sedan chair, a rare Gothic tapestry 
neglected for over a century in a peasant’s cottage, a 
carved medieval pulpit, and a complete table set of tur- 
quoise Sévres porcelain made for the Cardinal de Rohan 
before the French Revolution. 

The workrooms maintained here necessitate a small 
army of workers and a great battery of machines and 
equipment for production. In the drapery shop expert 


women weavers sometimes work for months mending 


Gobelin and Aubusson tapestries. An upholstery work- 
room and a studio for designing interiors, modern furni- 
ture and reproductions are also located in the main 
building. These represent the current note in French & 
Company’s activities, though much of the design work 
still centers around the adaptation of old interiors and 
period furniture to present-day construction. In this 
connection it is not unusual for the staff to set up for a 
client an entire paneled, period room, complete with 
decorations and furniture, in a city apartment. This vast 
layout of merchandise and workroom accommodations 
with full designing and drafting facilities available to 
interior designer-decorators naturally represents a great 
layout of expense in overhead maintenance, which would 
indicate carrying only very expensive items, but there 
are also many moderately-priced items, ranging from an 
antique chair in muslin, modestly priced at $125 to one 
priced at $2,000 for the client who desires it. Quality 
has nothing to do with price. 

The constructive program of working with interior 
designer-decorators has included some of the most 
famous names in the profession and such outstanding 


clients as Andrew Mellon, William Randolph Hearst, 
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George Blumenthal and Arthur V. Davis. The firm has 
also done business with four generations of the Astor 
family and three of the Rockefeller clan, as well as ex- 
tensive contract work for museums and leading corpora- 
tions. In the beautiful Hotel Ambassador, in the grill 
room and in the delightful Watteau cocktail lounge with 
its mirrors reflecting the famous panels formerly in the 
collection of the Duchess of Marlborough, the contract 
work of French & Company is expressed at its best in the 
newest modern adaptations of period décor. 

Another famous installation includes objets d’art and 
furnishings in Viscaya, at Miami, the fabulous estate 
created by James Deering (see INTERIOR DESIGN for Sep- 
tember, 1955) with entire portions of palaces garnered 
from Italy and Spain. But the largest collections of art 
and antique furnishings are those, at Palm Beach, which 
were supplied for the late Addison Mizner, the greatest 


designer of Spanish architecture in America, represented 


by vast quantities of furnishings bought by French & 
Company from the original sources in Spain. 

Other important installations of antiques supplied by 
the firm are represented at George Washington’s “Mount 
Vernon” and at “Stratford Hall,” the Virginia birthplace

The firm has been represented in many outstanding 
exhibits of the decorative arts through the years, includ- 
ing such notable ones as the Fine Arts Exposition of the 
Antiques League at Rockefeller Center in 1934, the ex- 
hibition of the National Alliance of Art and Industry in 
1935, the recent exhibit of the Winter Antiques Show at 
the 69th Regiment Armory, where was exhibited a superb 
Louis Quinze salon complete with exquisite boiserie, 
Versailles parquetry and choice antiques of the period. 

French & Company is a well-known source for the 
finest one-of-a-kind items of antique furnishings, ranging 
from a roll of handpainted wallpaper to the contents of 
a complete room. The reproduction of authentic antiques 
also represents an important phase of the business done 
by the firm, and decorators will find here a treasure 
house of sources for their clients who love fine things 
and are satisfied with only the best obtainable. Strangely 
enough, the tide has turned in the sources for antiques, 
and French & Company now does a flourishing business 
with Europe, supplying antiques which are impossible to 
obtain due to a lack of supply brought about by the last 
World War, particularly in West Germany and France. 
For a while payments from the former country were 
erratic, because of a tight money situation, but that con- 
dition has now eased, auguring a brisk intercourse in 


business for the future.

Master Craftsman in Glass 


The work of Maurice Heaton is represented in the 
permanent collections of glass of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, Corning Glass Museum, and others; it 
has been exhibited in more than seventeen museums and 
ieatured in one-man shows, including Hampton Galleries 
and the Philadelphia Art Alliance. In twenty years he 
has joined the top rank of artist-craftsmen, and he justly 
deserves this recognition for he is talented, resourceful 
and a fine craftsman in every sense of the word. He 
learned about glass from its actual making in the creation 
of stained glass windows and the development of his own 
techniques, using his understanding of glass design and 
production in an entirely original way that results in an 
interesting combination of modern art and a craft built 
on engineering. 

His kiln is housed in an old grist mill on an eleven- 
acre farm just west of the Hudson River, near West 
Nyack, N. Y., and the decorating is done in a weathered 
barn, converted into a workshop with a great cathedral- 
like window at one end, which is Heaton’s studio. The 
barn was remodeled when the old Mill Road was still a 
dirt road and water from the-pond supplied power. He 
built his house himself, a house with brownstone masonry 
and a brick terrace with.bricks from an old brickworks. 

In explaining his ornamentation, Heaton says that 
“the function of my ‘decoration’ is to give, to bring out, 
actually to make, the shape manifest to the eye. An all- 
over pattern can do this because distortion of the pattern 
in the curve makes the form more evident. A directed 
design, for example, can cause the shape itself to become 
a bowl. Although my technical problems are solved, the 
technique remains so exacting that I have given up all 
assistants, work alone, and do my chores cheerfully for 
the sake of gaining peace and freedom.” 

It was just ten years ago that Maurice Heaton invented 
his process of fusing enamel to glass, and he is recognized 
as the sole creator of a glass unique in texture and color. 
The crushed crystals of colored enamel are first fused 
on the flat glass, and in a second firing the glass is bent 
to shape in hand-forged molds. Thus Heaton’s glass is 
hand-enameled, fired and bent for tableware, lighting 
fixtures, murals and even windows. The magical decora- 
tive quality of the designs shines through in the soft 
whites and delicate enamel tones of this special glass. 
The glass designs are never produced in quantity, and 
the pieces become collector’s items when the small limited 


edition is reached.

Design With Implications 


In recent years traditional design combined with 
modern styling has enjoyed increasing attention 
from interior designers. The full effect of this 
impact upon designing will not be known for years, 
until it can be viewed in retrospect. But this does 
not prevent us from appreciating the exhilarating 
results in the exemplary examples available for our 
inspection by interior designers instrumental in 
influencing this popular trend by the methods of 
procedure employed in the interiors which they 
design. The house shown here, for example, as 
completed in Scranton by Interior Designer Vincent 
S. Rebicek, A.I.D., proves of special interest to all 
who are currently concerned with the progress of 
interior design in the contemporary spirit and who 
know intimately the complicated details involved 
in the more indigenous aspects of adapting tra- 
ditional styling in a contemporary tempo. The 
house also offers an interesting formal decorative 
treatment throughout which can be comprehended 


at once without reference to any style connations. 








But designing the interiors was no easy task, 
since it will be apparent that the interior designer 
has had to fully analyze his problems from the out- 
set. Then proceeding from there with discriminate 
taste. he has completed a traditional house in con- 
temporary styling which provides a documentary 
example in the annals of interior design for future 
consideration. 

It is a mistaken notion that interior design in the 
contemporary spirit involves only the selecting of 
attractive furnishings and that the rest of the proj- 
ect will magically take care of itself and materialize 
into appealing and satisfactory results. Nothing 





could be farther from reality. Authoritative design- 
ing, of course, is necessary; but talent in this re- 
spect alone without a comprehension of the other 
factors involved—the proper development of the 
curtain treatments, the correct designing of the 
floors, the selectivity and scaling of the furniture, 
and the choice of accessories, for example—will 
never result in styling in the contemporary manner.

The Best in Denmark 


Den Permanente is the permanent exhibition founded 
in 1931 for the display of beautiful productions of Danish 
arts and crafts. Queen Ingrid is patroness, Kay Bojesen, 
creative artist-craftsman, was the originator of the or- 
ganization which has been developed by Christian Grau- 
balle, who was supported in the endeavor by a group of 
enthusiasts. It now comprises the works of some 350 
producers tastefully arranged in showrooms facing the 
Central Railway Station, in the heart of Copenhagen. 
Asger Fischer is managing director. 

Many problems presented themselves at the outset, 
because Den Permanente was originally intended to be 
only an exhibition and not a shop, but this plan had to 
be finally abandoned for two reasons: Den Permanente 
failed to earn a profit; and it gradually lost favor with 
the public because they could not buy at once the things 
exhibited but had to wait for them to be made to order. 
For these reasons the exhibition was soon converted into 
a shop. In this way Den Permanente was able to per- 
form its primary duty of bringing the individual crafts- 
man and the small industrial producer into contact with 
the market, thus saving the designer the effort of selling 
and enabling him to turn his attention entirely to giving 
expression to his ideas. 

This plan was so successful that not only did the small 
producers respond, but the big concerns—manufacturers 
of porcelain, silver and furniture—desired to present 
their wares. As a result there is a remarkably fine co- 
ordination of art and craftsmanship in all forms. 

The exhibitor pays an annual subscription of DKr. 25 
(or $3.75) for the privilege of displaying an object which 
has been passed upon by a judging committee. Only 
when it is sold is there any fee to be paid for it. Thus a 
craftsman in the remotest corner of the country can make 
things on a small scale and send them to Den Permanente 
on commission. By working with a modest reserve fund 
(the organization is not supposed to be a profit-making 
business), and with no shareholders claiming dividends, 
the firm is able to concentrate on its primary function of 
exhibiting items in beautiful and appropriate settings. 

This mixture of handmade and industrially produced 
articles gives Den Permanente a fascinating character of 
its own, Indeed many American visitors regard the ex- 
hibition as a museum of applied art, which it is, with 
the added appeal of being able to buy the items on dis- 
play! 

The exhibition is arranged in eight sections, three of 
which—ceramics, furniture and lamps—occupy an entire 
floor, The furniture section shows Danish applied art

at its best; here are fine designs unexcelled in strength 

and beauty, alongside which are factory-made chairs and 

tables so perfect as to be mistaken for craft products. 
The ceramics section comprises porcelain, earthenware 








and stoneware, the clays of which Denmark has plenty. 


Here will be found a fascinating medley of color, shapes 
and decorations, of glazed, semiglazed and unglazed ware. 
The lamp section includes a fine display of lamp vases in . 


pottery, glass, wood and metals, with a multitude of 
shades, decorated and undecorated, plain or ingeniously 
folded and pleated in the Scandinavian manner. 

The silverware section presents tableware and orna- 
mental works by all the leading silversmiths of Denmark, 
as well as jewelry and trinkets in silver, enamel, amber, 
bone and china. Here, too, is a display of stainless steel, 
tableware and holloware, as well as a wide selection of 
Danish glass, including undecorated unique pieces and 
hand-cut and handpainted items. The textile section is 
stocked with handwoven and handprinted fabrics, table- 
cloths, table mats and napkins, appliqué and decorative 
batik. The woodware section includes, besides bowls, 
trays, boxes and toys, a collection of highly decorative 
handplaited articles of straw. 

In the arts section is shown a representative selection of 





the works of contemporary painters and sculptors. 

The head of display of Den-Permanente has the two- 
fold task of making the best of the individual articles and 
harmonizing them with the whole. Although exhibits are 
arranged section by section, monotony is avoided by 
grouping them all over the exhibition. Laid tables, colored 
rugs, paintings and sculpture, vases and ash trays impart 
a livable atmosphere to the furniture section; pottery sets 
off nicely the character of the wood in the woodenware 
section; and printed fabrics make a handsome back- 
ground for the white glazes in the pottery section. 

The importance of the exhibition to craftsmen is self- 
evident. To the arts and crafts and the applied arts in- 
dustry as a whole it is equally important, because it is 
influentia! in raising the general standards, while every 
creation of merit has an opportunity to present itself.

Eisenhower Exchange Fellowships Headquarters 


Once the town house of a prominent Philadelphia 
family, the 125-year-old structure at 256 South 16th 
Street is now the permanent headquarters for the Eisen- 
hower Exchange Fellowships serving in a unique pro- 
gram of fostering world understanding. 

When the house, a gift of Thomas B. McCabe, presi- 
dent of Scott Paper Co., was acquired by the Fellow- 
ships foundation, the task of restoring and decorating 
the interior resolved naturally into an early Federal 
scheme suggested by the exterior. Renovation and deco- 
ration of the interiors were made possible by Walter H. 
Annenberg, publisher of The Philadelphia Inquirer, and 
Philip T. Sharples, president of the Sharples Corpora- 
tion. Under the direction of Mrs. Evelyn S. Barnes, of 
Barnichol Decorators, the decorative scheme blends 
authentic museum reproductions and color schemes of 
the era to give the impression of a private home where 
Fellows and their wives from all over the world gather, 
talk and work. 

The Eisenhower Fellowships, organized as a non-profit, 
non-political foundation, provide travel, study and ob- 
servation of all aspects of the American scene to selected 
leaders in many fields from various nations of the world. 
At present there are fourteen Fellows in the United 
States under the exchange plan; plans for the future 
envision a larger number of Fellowships as one of the 
strongest forces for peace through the cultivation of 
friendship among the nations of the world,

The Courtyard Shops 


Title: “The Courtyard Shops”. Setting: an early 
California Monterey hacienda with balustraded 
balconies overlooking a shaded patio. The cast: 
Edward F. White. Don Badertscher, Richard S. 
Gorham, and Jane Ellis, four imaginative people 
who have created a delightful new wholesale shop- 
ping center on La Cienega Boulevard in Los An- 
geles. Three of the showrooms are new to the 
locale, only that of Miss Ellis being here previously, 
and to convert the building into three new areas 
required months of reconstruction, for half of the 
building was formerly occupied by the Turnabout 
Theatre of Yale Puppeteer fame. Box office, stages 
and dressing rooms had to be removed, and the 
space was divided into showrooms which open 
onto a romantic open courtyard from which the 
shops took their name. The exterior of the build- 
ing. which is designed in a U-shape, is adobe 
colored stucco with glossy black trim and old 
wrought iron ornamentation, and its charm is evi- 
denced by such features as 18-foot high ceilings. 
weathered brick paving in the garden court, and 
a typical Monterey balcony across the rear. Al- 
though each of the showrooms operates independ- 
ently, all four have joined together in a one-for-all 
spirit to create a concentrated shopping area offer- 
ing furniture, lamps and accessories, both antique 
and modern, European and Oriental, covering a 
wide range of decorating needs and featuring a 


“stock-in-hand” policy.

One Hundred Plus... 


The firm of Hofstatter Sons, 227 East 56th Street, 
New York, was recently elected to membership in The 
Hundred Year Association of New York, Inc. This singu- 
lar honor marks the culmination of long arduous years 
during which the Hofstatter family maintained a tradi- 
tion of integrity and service to the business community 
at large and to the decorating profession in particular. 

Mr. Edwin Hofstatter, grandson of the original foun- 
der, is still active in the business. He is 88 years old and 
though he could very well afford to rest on his well- 
earned laurels, he daily applies in business his vast 
knowledge of furniture and design, inherited from two 
generations of Hofstatters going back to his grand- 
father, Theodore Hofstatter, a German army captain. 

An architect and designer by profession, Theodore 
came to America in 1849 with his wife and two sons, 
Adolf, father of Edwin, and Theodore Jr., and obtained 
employment with a cabinetmaker by the name of Schill- 
ing. A partnership was formed in 1851 as Hofstatter & 
Schilling, and upon the retirement of Schilling in 1872, 
the firm Hofstatter & Sons came inte being. Edwin was 
apprenticed in his father’s firm at the early age of 13, 
attending night school for his academic education. His 
memory serves him well, for he recalls when commissions 
included work for the leaders of New York society, in- 
cluding the Morgans, the Astors and the Vanderbilts. 
And when the great Vanderbilt house was torn down 
and dismantled to make way for the present site of Berg- 
dorf Goodman, Mr. Hofstatter was permitted to take 


away and keep, as a gesture of good will, a Louis XV

anniversary. 


handpainted paneled door treatment which he had espe- 
cially designed and constructed for the house. It is still 
on view today, installed amidst the soignée elegance of 
the Hofstatter showrooms with their intimate settings 
of fine 18th- and 19th-century furniture reproductions, 
striking one-of-a-kind antiques and beautiful accessories. 

Working closely with many of America’s prominent 
architects and designers has given Edwin Hofstatter a 
firsthand awareness of decorator’s problems and sympa- 
thetic understanding for their seemingly never-ending 
work day.
